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CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

UNITED STATES GOLF ASSOCIATION 



- ']"he name of this Organization shall be The United States 
Golf Association. 

ARTICLE II. 

OBJECTS. 

This Association has been formed and exists for the purpose 
of promoting and conserving throughout the United States the 
best interests and the true spirit of the game of Golf as embodied 
in its ancient and honorable traditions. To this end the objects 
of this Association are : 

To adopt, enforce and interpret a rule or test of amateur 
standing. 

To adopt, enforce and interpret rules for the playing of the 
game. 

To hold each year an Amateur, an Open, and a Women's 
Championship, and to decide where and under what conditions 
they shall be played, as well as such other championships and 
events as may from time to time be arranged. 

In general, to act as an authoritative national body in the 
arbitration of controversies and in the final determination of all 
questions which may arise relating to the game of Golf in this 
country.

ARTICLE III. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Sectiok 1. Classes of Members, — This Association shall be 
composed of two classes of members, namely: Active members 
and Allied members. 

fal Active Members. — Any regularly organized Club in th" 
United States, supporting and maintaining a golf course of at 
least nine holes, and whose reputation and general policy are in 
accord with the best traditions and the high ideals of the game, 
shall be eligible to election as an Active member, 

(b) Allied Members. Any regularly organized Club of 
good reputation in the United States shall be eligible to election 
as an Allied member. 

Sec. 2. Election of Members. — (a) Active Members. Ap- 
plication for Active membership shall be made in writing to the 
Secretary of the Association, accompanied by a copy of the Club's 
Constitution and By-laws, a list of the officers and members, a 
diagram of its golf course, and such other information as the 
Executive Committee of the Association may prescribe. Pay- 
ment of the yearly dues then current shall be made at the time 
the application is sent in. Any ehgible Club may be elected to 
Active membership by a majority vote at any meeting of the 
Association, or by a two-thirds vote of all members of the Execu- 
tive Committee. 

(b) Allied Members, — Any Club may be elected to Allied 
membership by a majority vote at any meeting of the Association 
or of the Executive Committee. 

ARTICLE IV. 

ASSOCIATION" MEETINGS. 

Section i. Annual Meeting. — The annual meeting of this 
Association shall be held on some day in January of each year, 
at such place and hour as the Executive Committee shall desig- 
nate, unless designated by the Association itself. 
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Sec. 2, Special Meetings. — Special meetings of the Associa- 
tion may be called by the President or by the Executive Com- 
mittee, and shall be called on the written request of any five 
Active Clubs. 

Sec, 3- Notice of Meetings. — Thirty days' notice of the time 
and place of the Annual meeting and two weeks' notice of the 
time and place of any Special meeting shall be mailed 1^ the Sec- 
retary to all Clubs in the Association. The notice of a Special 
meeting shall state the objects thereof, and no other business 
shall be transacted thereat. 

Sec, 4, Voting Privileges, — At all meetings of the Associa- 
tion each Active Club shall be entitled to be represented by one 
voting delegate, whose appointment shall be certified in advance 
by his^Club to the Secretary of the Association. Allied Clubs 
shall have no voting privileges. But all members of Active and 
Allied Clubs shall have the right to attend all meetings of the 
Association and to participate in the discussion of any question. 

Sec. 5. Quorum. — A majority of the Active Clubs of the 
Association (represented by delegates in person or by proxies) 
shall constitute a quorum at any meetmg. 

Sec, 6, Proxies. — Proxies, duly certified by the Secretaries 
of Active Clubs, may be voted by delegates at all meetings of the 
Association. No delegate shall vote more than five proxies. 

ARTICLE V. 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

Section i. Election. — There shall be an Executive Com- 
mittee consisting of the five officers of the Association and four 
others. They all shall, by membership therein, represent nine 
different Active Clubs in the Association. They all shall be 
elected by ballot at the Annual meeting of the Association each 
year and shall hold office for one year and until their successors 
are chosen. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to prepare 
printed ballots, which shall contain in alphabetical order the 
names of all candidates nominated as provided in Article X The 
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vote shall be by roll call, each voting delegate depositing a ballot 
when the Club which he represents is named. 

Any vacancy in the Executive Committee occurring between 
Annual meetings of the Association shall be filled by the remain- 
ing members of the Executive Committee. 

Sec, 2. Powers and Duties. — Subject only to the provisions 
of this Constitution and to such action as may be taken from 
time to time by the Association itself at an Annual or Special 
meeting, the Executive Committee shall have the entire control 
and management of the affairs, property and policy of this Asso- 
ciation. They may delegate any of their powers or duties to a 
sub-committee composed of three or more of their own number ; 
except that no sub-committee shall have power to adopt or 
modify rules for the playing of the game, or to adopt or modify 
any rule or test of amateur standing, or to elect any Club to 
Active membership, or to expel or suspend any Club belonging 
to the Association. The Executive Committee may appoint other 
committees, of their number or otherwise, with such duties as 
they may prescribe, subject only to the limitations herein con- 
tained. They may appoint and in their discretion remove such 
managers, clerks and agents as they deem necessary; and may 
fix their duties and compensation. They may make and alter any 
By-laws or other Rules not inconsistent with this Constitution. 

Sec. 3. Meetings. — ^The Executive Committee shall meet at 
the call of the President or of any three members. At least ten 
days' notice of the time and place of a meeting shall be mailed to 
each member of the Executive Committee, 

Sec, 4. Proxies. — Proxies may be voted at all meetings of 
the Executive Committee. 

Sec, 5, Quorum, — Five members present in person shall 
constitute a quorum of the Executive Committee at any meeting. 

Sec. 6. Action Without Meeting. — The Executive Commit- 
tee shall have power to act in the following manner without 
meeting : 

Any resolution in writing, which may be in counterparts. 
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signed by members of the Executive Committee, shall constitute 
action by the Executive Committee to the effect therein expressed 
with the same force and validity as if the same had been adopted 
by the vote of the same number of members at a duly convened 
meeting; and it shall be the duty of the Secretary to place a copy 
of such resolution so signed in the records of the Committee. 

ARTICLE VI. 

OFFICERS. 

Sec. I. Election. — The officers of this Association shall be 
a President, two Vice-Presidents, a Secretary and a Treasurer, 
who shall be elected and hold office as provided in Section i of 
Article V. No person shall hold more than one ofiGce. Vacancies 
shall be iilled by the Executive Committee, 

Sec. 2. Powers and Duties. — (a) President. The Presi- 
dent shall preside at all meetings of the Association and of the 
Executive Committee, and in general shall perform the duties 
incident to his oifice. 

(b) Vice-Presidents. — During the absence or inability to act 
of the President, the Executive Committee shall determine which 
one of the Vice-Presidents shall perform the duties of that office. 

(c) Secretary. — The Secretary shall keep the records of all 
meetings of the Association and of the Executive Committee. 
He shall give and serve all notices of meetings. He shall have 
charge of all the correspondence and papers of the Association 
except such as pertain to the office of the Treasurer. He shall 
present at each Annual meeting of the Association a full report 
on all matters relating to the affairs of the Association, includ- 
ing a summary of all action taken during the year by the Execu- 
tive Committee. In general he shall perform the duties incident 
to his office. 

(d) Treasurer. — ^The Treasurer shall keep full and accur- 
ate accounts of all moneys received, and shall deposit the same in 
the name and to the credit of the Association in such depositories 
as may be designated by the Executive Committee. He shall 
disburse all moneys under the direction of the Executive Com-

mittee. He shall have authority to receive and to give receipt for 
all moneys due and payable to the Association from any source 
whatever ; and to endorse on behalf of the Association all checks, 
drafts, notes, warrants and orders, and to give full discharge for 
same. He shall have power to sign all checks, drafts, notes, war- 
rants and orders for the payment of money. He shall present at 
each Annual meeting of the Association a written report of the 
money affairs of the Association; and he shall make a like report 
whenever requested by the Executive Committee. His annual 
report to the Association shall be audited as may be directed by 
the Executive Committee. In general he shall perform the duties 
incident to his office. 

ARTICLE Vn. 

DUES. 

The yearly dues shall be thirty dollars for Active Clubs and 
ten dollars for Allied Clubs, payable on the first day of January 
in each year. Clubs which are delinquent in the payment of dues 
shall be denied representation at any meeting of the Association 
and their members shall be debarred from entering the champion- 
ships or other events of the Association. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

FISCAL YEAR. 

The fiscal year shall end on the thirtieth of November. 
ARTICLE IX. 

ORLIGATIONS AND DISCIPLINE. 

The acceptance of membership in the Association shall bind 
each Club to uphold all the provisions of the Constitution, By- 
laws, and other rules of the Association; and to accept and en- 
force all rules and decisions of the Executive Committee acting 
within its jurisdiction. 

Any Club failing in its obligations as above set forth may be 
suspended or expelled by a two-thirds vote of the Association or 
by a two-thirds vote of all members of the Executive Committee; 
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provided such Club shall have been given due notice of the charge 
or charges preferred against it and an opportunity to be heard in 
its own defense. 

Any Club thus suspended or expelled by vote of the Execu- 
tive Committee may appeal from its decision to the delegates at 
any Annual or Special meeting of the Association. 

ARTICLE X. 

NOMINATIONS. 

Section i. There shall be a Nominating Committee to con- 
sist of five members of Active Clubs, who shall be elected at the 
Annual meeting of the Association in each year. Any vacancy 
in this Committee shall be filled by the remaining members. It 
shall be the duty of this Committee to nominate candidates for 
officers and Executive Committee, and for the Nominating Com- 
mittee, for election at the next Annual meeting. The nominations 
shall be reported to the Secretary of the Association not later than 
the first of November in each year ; and the Secretary of the As- 
sociation shall mail notice of such nominations to all Clubs en- 
rolled in the membership of the Association not later than the fif- 
teenth of November, 

Sec. z. Independent nominations of candidates for officers 
and Executive Committee, and for the Nominating Committee, 
for election at the Annual meeting, may be made by any five 
Active Clubs. Such nominations shall be certified to the Secre- 
tary of the Association not later than the tenth of December in 
each year, by the Secretaries of such five Clubs ; and the Secre- 
tary of the Association shall mail notice of all such independent 
nominations to all Clubs enrolled in the membership of the As- 
sociation not later than the fifteenth of December. 

Sec. 3. No nominations shall be made at the Annual meet- 
ing, and no one shall be eligible for election at said meeting as 
an officer, member of the Executive Committee, or member of 
the Nominating Committee, unless nominated as provided in 
this Article; except that the voting delegates at the Annual 
meeting shall have power to fill any vacancy on any ticket. 
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ARTICLE XI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Amendments to this Constitution may be made at any meet- 
ing of the Association, by a two-thirds vote of all votes cast, pro- 
vided written notice of the proposed amendment or revision shall 
have been mailed to all Clubs in the Association at least thirty 
days prior to the meeting.

The following order of business shall be ob- 
served at Meetings of this Association,

6. General business. 

7. Adjournment. 

Sec. 2. In the event of an appeal from an order of dis- 
cipline imposed by the Executive Committe, it must be heard 
at the next Regular or Special Meeting of the Association, and 
any member or person who is proved, to the satisfaction of tlie 
Association, to have been guilty of fraudulent or discreditable 
conduct of any kind, may be declared ineligible to compete at any 
Competition, suspended or expelled. 

Sec. 3. All complaints or disputes between Clubs of this 
Association shall be decided by those members of the Executive 
Committee who are in no way connected with the Clubs inter- 
ested. 

Sec. 4. The President shall appoint such special Commit- 
tees as shall be found necessary. 

Sec. 5. The Executive Committee shall interpret the Rules 
of Golf. 

Sec. 6. The Amateur, Open and Women's Amateur Cham- 
pionship Tournaments shall take place on the courses of Active 
Clubs, in selecting which, due consideration will be given to 
accessibility, accommodations and conditions of the courses. It 
shall be determined at the Annual Meeting each year over which 
courses the Championship prizes shall be contended for that year. 
The Executive Committee shall, before the time of the Annual 
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Meeting, formulate a list of at least three courses which it con- 
siders suitable for holding each of the three Championships, 
namely, the Amateur, the Open and the Women's events, and shall 
secure from each club whose name appears on this list, proper 
consent to hold such championships. This list shall be presented 
at the Annual Meeting and the selection of the courses over which 
the Championships for the year shall be contended for, shall be 
determined by vote of the delegates, from this list. No club 
whose name does not appear on the list, as furnished by the 
Executive Committee, shall be considered for any of the said 
championships.

The following resolution in regard to reinstatement was 
adopted : 

The Professional holds an advantage over the Amateur 
by reason of having devoted hJmself to the game as his pro- 
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fession. He does not lose this advantage merely by deciding 
no longer to earn money by playing or teaching golf. 

Every application for reinstatement shall be considered 
on its own merits, as it is impossible to lay down hard and 
fast rules that would be just in all cases. 

In considering applications for reinstatement the follow- 
ing principles shall be observed :

Any Club can elect Professional to its membership and 
this does not affect either the status of those professionals 
or the Amateur status of other members. 

Sec. 8. The Executive Committee shall take cognizance of 
every' apparent violation of Section 7 that may come to its at- 
tention in any manner whatsoever; it shall exercise absolute 
discretion in the interpretation and enforcement of the By-Laws 
for the purpose of safeguarding the best interests of the game of 
golf and shall have power to inflict such penalties as the cir- 
cumstances of each case may in its judgment justify. 



Sec. 9- In the Amateur, Open or Women's Amateur Cham- 
pionship Golf Competitions, the entrance fee shall be $5.00, and 
it must be received by the Secretary of the Association not later 
than 6 o'clock P. M,, one week previous to the opening of the 
Competition. 

Only members of Clubs belonging to this Association, and 
those entitled under the rules of any such Club, to the use of the 
links, in whole or in part, for a period not less than the entire 
current season, or foreigners visiting this country who may be 
invited by the Executive Committee, may compete for tlie 
Amateur and Women's Amateur Championships. Competitors 
must enter for the Championships through the Secretaries of 
their respective Clubs, who, in sending their names, shall be 
held to certify that the players are qualified amateur golfers in 
accordance with the terms of Section 7. 

Sec. id. The competitions shall be played in accordance 
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with the rules of golf as approved by the Roya! and Ancient 
Golf Club of St. Andrews, Scotland, September, 1908, with 
such amendments and interpretations only as may have been or 
may be hereafter adopted by the United States Golf Association, 
together with such local rules as are in force and published on 
the green over which the competitions are played. 

Sec. II. The conditions of play for the Amateur Cham- 
pionship shall be as follows: 

Monday — Thirty- six holes medal play, thirty-two players 
to qualify. 

Tuesday — First round match play thirty-six holes. 

Wednesday — Second round thirty-six holes match play. 

Thursday — Third round thirty-six holes match play. 

Friday — Semi-finals thirty-six holes match play. 

Saturday — Finals thirty-six holes match play. 

In the event of a tie or ties for the last placing on Monday, 
the contestants so tied shall continue to play until one of them 
shall have gained a lead by strokes at any hole. 

In the event of a halved match the players shall continue to 
play until one of them shall have won a hole which shall de- 
termine the winner of the match. 

If more than eighty entries are received, an Elimination 
Round shall be played on the Saturday preceding the tournament. 
All contestants shall play eighteen holes medal play and the 
players returning the sixty-four best scores shall qualify to com- 
pete in the Qualifying Round for the championship on Monday. 

Ties for the last place will not be considered. 

Sec. 12. The contestants shall be drawn publicly by the 
Executive Committee, and the result published at least three days 
before the Competition. 

Sec. 13. The Amateur Championship prizes shall be as 
follows : 

First : The player making the lowest score in the qualifying 
round shall receive a prize to be selected by the Committee. 

Second : The winner of the competition shall be Champion 
Amateur Golfer for the year. He shall receive a gold medal, and 
the Havemeyer Cup shall be held for that year by the Club from 
which the winner shall have entered.

Third : The runner-up shall receive a silver medal ; and 
Fourth : The other semi-finalists shall receive each a bronze 

medal. 

Sec. 14. In the Women's Amateur Championship Competi- 
tion, the contestants shall first play eighteen holes medal play. 
The best thirty-two scores shall then be taken, and the contestants 
making these scores shall then play eighteen holes match play 
until but two competitors remain, who, upon a separate day, 
shall play the final game, consisting of eighteen holes match play. 

Sec. 15. The pairings for the first round at match play 
shall be made by public draw by the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 16. In the event of a tie or ties for the thirty-second 
place in the medal play round, the contestants so tied shall con- 
tinue to play until one or the other shall have gained a lead by 
strokes at any hole or holes to be played out. In the event of 
a tie in any match play round, contestants shall continue to 
play until one or the other shall have gained a hole, when the 
match shall be considered won. 

Sec. 17. The winner of the Competition shall be the Cham- 
pion Amateur Woman Golfer for the year, and the Trophy shall 
be held for that year by the Club from which the winner shall 
have entered. The winner shall receive a gold medal ; the runner 
up, a' silver medal ; the third and fourth, bronze medals. 

Sec. 18. The Open Championship Competition shall be 
played as follows: 

The entire field will play an eighteen hole qualifying 
round on each of the two days preceding the Championship 
proper. The sixty-four best scores and ties in the thirty-six 
hole play of the. qualifying rounds will start in a seventy-two 
hole circuit for the title, thirty-six holes on the first day and 
the same on the next day. The qualifying scores not to count 
but simply to qualify the contestants for the Championship 
proper. 

Sec. 19. The contestants shall be paired by the Executive 
Committee.

Sec. 20. The Open Championship prizes shall be as follows : 
First, $500. and a gold medal to the winner of the Cham- 
pionship. The winner to have custody of the Championship Cup ;

Third, 200. Seventh, 80. Eleventh, 60

Sec, 23, All disputes shall be settled by the Executive Com- 
mittee of this Association, whose decision shall be final. 

Sec. 24. Contestants paying their entrance money shall be 
considered thereby to have submitted themselves to the Rules of 
the Association, both as to restrictions enjoined and penalties 
imposed. On these conditions alone tliey are entitled to enjoy 
all the advantages and privileges of the Association Competitions 

Sec. 25. It shall be incumbent upon the Club holding any 
United States Golf Association Championship Event to admit 
without payment, during the Tournament, as visitors to its course, 
all members of the Association. 

Sec. 26. These By-Laws may be altered, amended or pus 
pended without notice, at any Regular Meeting of the Executive 
Committee, by a two-thirds vote of the members present, or any 
Special Meeting on notice given in the call for such Meetine,

(i) A "side" consists either of one player or of two players. 
If one player play against another, the match is called "a single". 
If two play against two, each side playing one ball, the match 
is called "a foursome". If one play against two playing one 
ball between them, the match is called "a threesome".

(2) "Advice" is any counsel or suggestion which could 
influence a player in deteimining the line of play, in the choice 
of a club, or in the method of making a stroke.

(3) The "Course" is the whole area within which play is 
permitted ; more particularly, it is the ground between the holes 
which is specially prepared for play.

(4) The "teeing-ground" is the starting place for a hole. 
The front of each teeing-ground shall be indicated by two marks 
placed in a line as nearly as possible at right angles to the line 
of play, and the teeing-ground shall include a rectangular space 
of the depth of two club lengths directly behind the line in- 
dicated by the two marks.

(5) "Through the green" is all ground on which play is 
permitted, except hazards and the putting-green of the hole that 
is being played,

(6) A hazard is any bunker, water (except casual water), 
ditch (unless excepted by Local Rule), bush, sand, path or road. 
Sand blown on to the grass or sprinkled on the course for its 
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preservation, bare patches, sheep tracks, snow and ice are not 
hazards. 

Heather is not a hazard. R. & A. 

Bent is not a hazard. R. & A. 

Long Grass is not a hazard unless within the boundaries of a 
hazard.

A "Bunker" is a depression in the ground where the natural soil is 
exposed, and sometimes top dressed with softer soil or sand.

(7) "Casual water" is any temporary accumulation of water

(8) "Out of bounds" is all ground on which play is pro- 
hibited.

(9) A ball is "out of bounds" when the greater part of it 
lies within a prohibited area.

(10) The "putting-green" is all ground, except hazards, 
within twenty yards of the hole.

(12) The term "loose impediments" denotes any obstruc- 
tions not fixed or growing, and includes dung, worm-casts, mole- 
hills, snow, and ice.

(18) A ball is "in play" as soon as the player has made a 
stroke at a teeing-ground, and it remains in play until holed out, 
except when lifted in accordance with the rules.

(21) The reckoning of strokes is kept by the terms — "the 
odd", "two more", "three more", etc., and "one off three", "one 
off two", "the like".

(23) When both balls are on the putting-green, and the 
opponent's ball lies in any position which the player regards as 
interfering with the line on which he wishes to play, the oppo- 
nent is said to have laid the player a "stymie," provided the balls 
be not within six inches of each other. 

Stymie — If the opponent lay the player a stymie, the player may 
remove the opponent's ball; the opponent shall then be deemed to 
have holed in his next stroke; 

Note — If a player, playing within the boundaries of the putting- 
green lays himself a stymie the rule does not apply.

(24) The weight of the ball shall be not greater than 1.62 
ounces and the size not less than 1.62 inches in diameter.

GENERAL AND THROUGH THE GREEN

(1) "The game of golf is played by two sides, each playing 
its own ball, with clubs made in conformity with the directions 
laid down in the clause on the 'Form and Make of Golf Qubs'."

Matches constituted of singles, threesomes, or foursomes 
shall have precedence of and be entitled to pass any other kind of 
match. 

A single player has no standing, and shall always give 
way to a match of any kind. 

Any match playing a whole round shall be entitled to pass 
a match playing a shorter round. 

If a match fail to keep its place on the green, and lose in 
distance more than one clear hole on the players in front, it 
may be passed, on request being made. 

Two players playing a single ball are treated as a single player.

RULE 2.

(i) A match begins by each side playing a ball from the 
first teeing-ground. 

A ball played from outside the limits of the teeing-ground, 
may be at once recalled by the opposing side, and may be re-teed 
without penalty. 

If a ball, when not in play, fall off a tee, or be knocked off 
a tee by the player in addressing it, it may be re-teed without 
penalty; if the ball be struck when so moving, no penalty shall 
be incurred. 

In Stroke Competition it a competitor play his first stroke from 
outside the limits of the teeing ground, he shall count that stroke, tee ■ 
ball, and play his second stroke from within these limits. The penalty for 
a breach of this Rule shall be disqualification. R. &. A. 
The Honour. 

(2) The option of taking the honour at the first teeing- 
ground shall, if necessary, be decided by lot. A ball played by a 
player when his opponent should have had the honour, may be 
at once recalled by the opposing side, and may be re-teed with- 
out penalty. 

The side which wins a hole shall take the honour at the 
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next teeing'-ground. If a hole has been halved, the side which 
had the honour at the previous teeing-ground shall retain it. 

On beginning a new match, the winner of the long match 
in the previous round shall take the honour; if the previous 
long match was halved, the side which last won a hole shall take 
the honour. 

RULE 3. 
Order ol PImj in tbreewnie and fonnome. 

In a threesome or foursome the partners shall strike off 
alternately from the teeing-grounds, and shall strike alternately 
during the play of each hole. If a player play when his partner 
should have played, his side shall lose the hole. 

In Stroke Competition violation of this rule is disqualification. R. & A. 

In Match Play, loss of the hole. R. & A. 

A penalty stroke does not affect the rotation of play. G. & A. 

RULE 4. 
Aiklnff adTlM, 

(i) A player may not ask for nor willingly receive advice 
from any one except his own caddie, his partner, or his partner's 
caddie. 
Information as to strokes played. 

(2) A player is entitled at any time during the play of a 
hole to ascertain from his opponent the number of strokes the 
latter has played; if the opponent give wrong information as 
to the number of strokes he has played, he shall lose the hole, 
unless he correct his mistake before the player has played another 
stroke. 

An exception to this Rule is that anyone can indicate the line to the 
hole. R. & A. 

In Stroke Competition the penalty is disqualification. R. & A. 

In match play the penalty is the loss of the hole. R. & A. 
Adrlce from lorecaddle. 

(3) A player may employ a forecaddie, but may not receive 
advice from him. 

In match play the penalty for a breach of this rule shall be the loss 
of the hole. 

In Stroke Competition the penalty for a breach of this rule shall be 
disqualification. 
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Indicating line of plaj. 

(4) When playing through the green, or from a hazard, 
a player may have the line to the hole indicated to him, but no 
mark shall be placed nor shall anyone stand on the proposed 
line, in order to indicate it, while the stroke is being made. 

The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be the loss of the hole 
in Match Play. 

The penalty for a breach of this rule in Stroke Competition shall be 
the loss of two strokes. 

RULE 5. 
Ball to be fairly strack aL 

The ball must be fairly struck at with the head of the club, 
not pushed, scraped, nor spooned. 

The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be the loss of the hole 
in Match Play. 

The penalty for a breach of this rule in Stroke Competition shall be 

RULE 6. 
Ball may be lifted 

A ball may be lifted from any place on the course under 
penalty of stroke and distance. If a player lift a ball in accord- 
ance with this rule he shall play his next stroke as nearly as 
possible at the spot from which the ball was played. 

If the ball so lifted was played from the teeingf ground the 
player may tee a bail for his next stroke, in every other case the 
ball must be dropped. 

The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be the loss of the 
hole in match play. 

RULE 7. 
The ball farther from hole played first. 

When the balls are in play, the ball farther from the hole 
shall be played first. Through the green, or in a hazard, if a 
player play when his opponent should have played, the opponent 
may at once recall the stroke. A ball so recalled shall be dropped 
as near as possible to the place where it lay, without penalty. 

For teeing ground, see Rule 2 (2) ; for putting green, see 
Rule 31 (2). 
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RULE 8. 
Hon to drop a balL 

A ball shall be dropped in the following manner: — The 
player himself shall drop it. He shall face the hole, stand erect, 
and drop the ball behind him over his shoulder. 

The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be the loss of the hole 
in Match Play, and the loss of two strokes in Stroke Competition. 

If, in the act of dropping, the ball touch the player, he shall 
incur no penalty, and, if it roll into a hazard, the. player may 
re-drop the ball without penalty. 

RULE 9. 
Ball not to be t^nclied except in BdilreaslnK, for Identlflcatlon. 

(i) A ball in play may not be touched before the hole is 
played out, except as provided for in the Rules. 

The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be one stroke in Match 
or Stroke Competition. 

The player may, without penalty, touch his ball with his 
club in the act of addressing Jt. provided he does not move the bail. 
A ball in play may, with the opponent's consent, be lifted 
for the purpose of identification, but it must be carefully re- 
placed. 

If in searching for a ball a player or his caddy move it, the penalty 
h the loss of one stroke in Match or Stroke Play. R. & A. 
Ball moTed by opponent's balL 

(2) If the player's ball move the opponent's ball through 
the green or in a hazard, the opponent, if he choose, may drop 
a ball, without penalty, as near as possible to the place where 
his ball lay. but this must be done before another stroke is played 
by either side. 

RULE 10. 
Removal of Irregularities of snrlace. 

In playing through the green, irregularities of surface which 
could in any way affect the player's stroke shall not be removed 
nor pressed down by the player, his partner, or either of their 
caddies; a player is, however, always entitled to place his feet 
firmly on the ground when taking his stance. 

The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be the loss of the ho!* 
in mafrh play, and the loss of two strokes in Stroke Competition. 
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RULE II. 
Bemoval of oliitnictloni. 

Any flag-stick, guide-flag, movable guide-post, wlieelbarrow, 
tool, roller, grass-cutter, box, vehicle, or similar obstruction may 
be removed. A ball moved in removing such an obstruction 
shall be replaced without penalty. A ball lying on or touching 
such an obstruction, or lying on or touching clothes, or nets, 
or ground under repair or covered up or opened for the purpose 
of the upkeep of the course, or lying in one of the holes, or in 
a guide-flag hole, or in a hole made by the greenkeeper, may be 
lifted and dropped without penalty as near as possible to the 
place where it lay, but not nearer to the hole. A ball lifted in a 
hazard, under such circumstances, shall be dropped in the hazard. 

If a ball lie on or within a club's length of a drain-cover, water-pipe or 
hydrant, located on the course, it may be lifted and dropped without 
penalty, as near as possible to the place where it lay, but not nearer the 
hole — as near as possible shall mean — "within a club's length." If it be 
impossible forwant of space or other cause for a player to drop the ball 
in conformity with this interpretation, he shall place the ball as nearly as 
possible within the limits laid down in this interpretation, but not nearer 
the hole. U. S. G. A. 

A pile or mound of cut grass resulting from the mowing of the course 
or any other material piled for removal is considered to be upkeep. A 
ball lodging in or lying on such an obstruction may be lifted and dropped 
without penalty. U. S. G. A. 

RULE 12. 
BenoTal of loose impwUments. 

(i) Any loose impediment lying within a club length of 
the ball and not being in or touching a hazard, may be removed 
without penalty; if the ball move after any such loose im- 
pediment has been touched by the player, his partner, or either 
of their caddies, the player shall be deemed to have caused the 
ball to move and the penalty shall be one stroke in both Match 
and Stroke Competition. 

(2) A loose impediment lying more than a club length from 
the ball may not be moved under penalty of the loss of the hole 
in Match Play and the loss of two strokes in Stroke Competition, 
unless the loose impediment lie on the putting-green (see Rule 
28 (I) ). 
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BkU Mcldentallj moTVd. 

(3) When a ball is in play, if a player, or his partner, or 
either of their caddies accidentally move his or their ball, or by 
touching anything cause it to move, the penalty shall be one 
stroke in both Match and Stroke Competition, 

Ball botIiv after gronnded. 

(4) If a ball in play move after the player has grounded 
his club in the act of addressing it, or, if a ball in play being in 
a hazard move after the player has taken his stance to play it, 
he shall be deemed to have caused it to move, and the penalty 
shall be one stroke in both Match and Stroke Competition. 

Note. — If the player has lifted a loose impediment, see 
Rules 12 (i) and 28 (i), and the ball has not moved until the 
player has grounded his club, he shall only be deemed to have 
caused the ball to move under Section (4) of this Rule, and the 
penalty shall be one stroke in both Match and Stroke Com- 
petition. 

A mole-hill or mole-track may be removed from the fair green in any 
way which will not unnecessarily interfere with the surface of the green 
U. S. G. A. 

RULE 13. 
Viaj\B% a moTliiff balL 

A player shall not play while his ball is moving, under the 
penalty of the loss of the hole in Match Play, and the loss of two 
strokes in Stroke Competition, except in the case of a teed ball 
(Rule 2), or a ball struck twice (Rule 14), or a ball in water 
(Rule 26). When the ball only begins to move while the player 
is making his backward or forward swing, he shall incur no 
penalty under this Rule, but he is not exempted from the provi- 
sions of Rule 12 (i) or Rule 28 (i) and of Rule 12 (3) and (4), 

RULE 14. 
Striking ball tnlce. 

If a player, when making a stroke, in both Match and Stroke 
Competition, strike the ball twice, the penalty shall be one stroke, 
but he shall incur no further penalty by reason of his having 
played while his ball was moving. 
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RULE 15. 
JfoTlng or iMuding fixed or gnmlhg objecU. 

Before striking at a ball in play, a player shall not move, 
bend, nor break anything fixed or growing, except so far as is 
necessary to enable him fairly to take his stance in addressing 
the ball, or in making his backward or forward swing. The club 
may only be grounded lightly, and not pressed on the ground. 

The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be the loss of the hole 
in Match Play, and the loss of two strokes in Stroke Competition. 

A player may cake a practice swing or swings after the ball is in 
play, more than a club's length from the ball. U. S. G. A. 

In grounding a club, a player may only ground his club lightly. Draw- 
mg it back and forward across the line of play is illegal and entails a 
penalty of the loss of the hole in Match Play and a penalty of two strokes 
in Stroke Competition. 

Undue pressure in grounding a club entails a like penalty. R, & A. 

RULE 16. 
Balls irlthin a club lenirtli of eBch other. 

When the balls lie within a club length of each other through 
the green or in a hazard, the ball lying nearer to the hole may, 
at the option of either the player or the opponent, be lifted until 
the other ball is played, and shall then be replaced as near as 
possible to the place where it lay. 

If either ball be accidentally moved in complying with this 
Rule, no penalty shall be incurred, and the ball so moved shall 
be replaced. 

If the lie of the lifted ball be altered in playing the other 
ball, the lifted ball may be placed as near as possible to the place 
where it lay and in a lie similar to that which it originally oc- 
cupied. 

RULE 17. 
HoTtng ball stopped. 

(i) If a ball in motion be stopped or deflected by any agency 
outside the match, or by a forecaddie, it is a rub of the green 
and the ball shall be played from the spot where it lies. 

The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be the loss of the hole 
in Match Play and the loss of two strokes in Stroke Competition. 
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Ball lodging In anfUUn; moTlnp. 

(2) If a ball lodge in anything moving, -a ball shall be 
dropped, or if on the putting-green,* placed, as near as possible 
to the place where the object was when the ball lodged in it, 
without penalty. 

The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be the loss of the hole 
in Match Flay and the loss of two strokes in Stroke Competition. 

BaII at rest displaced b; outside agency. 

(3) If 3 ball at rest be displaced by any agency outside the 
match, except wind, the player shall drop a ball as near as pos- 
sible to the place where it lay, without penalty, and if the ball 
be displaced on the putting-green, it shall be replaced without 
penalty. 

The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be the loss of the hole 
in Match Play and the loss of two strokes in Stroke Competition. 

RULE 18. 
Ball Interfered nlth by opponent, etc 

If a player's ball, when in motion, be interfered with in any 
way by an opponent, or his caddie, or his clubs, the opponent's 
side shall lose the hole. 

If a player's ball, when at rest, be moved by an opponent, or 
his caddie or his clubs, the opponent's side shall lose the hole 
except as provided for in Rules 9 (2), 16, 22 (3), 31 (i), 32 
(2). and 33- 

RULE 19. 
Ball striking the plnyert etc 

If a player's ball strike or be stopped by himself, or his 
partner, or either of their caddies, or their clubs, his side shall 
lose the hole in Match Play, and the loss of one stroke in Stroke 
Competition, except as provided for in Stroke Rule 13 (i). 

RULE 20. 
Playing opponent's ball. 

(i) If a player play the opponent's ball his side shall lose 

the hole in Match Plav unless: — 
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(a) The opponent then play the player's ball, in which case 
the penalty is cancelled in Match Play, and the hole shall be 
played out with the balls thus exchanged. 

(b) The mistake occur through wrong ii^formation given by 
an opponent or his caddie, in which case there shall be no penalty 
in Match Play; if the naistake be discovered before the opponent 
has played, it shall be rectified by dropping a ball as near as pos- 
sible to the place where the opponent's ball lay 

In Stroke Competition, if a Competitor play a stroke with a ball other 
than his own, he shall incur no penalty, provided that he then plays his 
own ball, but if he plays two consecutive strokes with a wrong ball, be 
shall be disqualified. 

In a hazard, if a Competitor play more' than one stroke with a ball 
other than his own, and the mistake be discovered before he has played 
a stroke with the wrong ball from outside the limits of the hazard, he 
ihall incur no penalty provided be then plays bis own ball. The penalty 
for a breach of this Rule shall be disqualification. (See Rule 8, Rules 
for play in Stroke Competition.) 

On the putting-green ihe ball shall be replaced. 
Playluf ball onfslde th« match. 

(2) If a player in Match Play, play a stroke with the ball 
of anyone not engaged in the match, and the mistake be dis- 
covered and intimated to his opponent before his opponent has 
played his next stroke, there shall be no penalty; if the mistake 
be not discovered and so intimated until after the opponent has 
played his next stroke, the player's side shall lose the hole. 

RULE 21. 
BaU lost. 

If a ball be lost, except in water, casual water or out of 
bounds, the players shall return as nearly as possible to the spot 
from which the ball was played and drop another ball, with a 
penalty of one stroke. If the lost ball be played from the teein^- 
ground the player may tee a ball for his next stroke. 
Note — A provisional ball may be played. 

RULE 22. 
LooUng for ball In bent, etc. 

(i) If a ball lie in fog, bent, bushes, long grass, or the like. 
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only so much thereof shall be touched as will enable the player 
to find his ball. 



In sand. 

(2) If a ball be completely covered by sand, only so mucn 
thereof may be removed as will enable the player to see the top 
of the ball; if the ball be touched in removing the sand, no pen- 
alty shall be incurred. 

The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be the loss of the bole 
•ji Match Play and the loss of two strokes in Stroke Competition. 

Aeeldentall; moTed bj opponent In aearch. 

{3) If a player or his caddie when searching for an op- 
ponent's ball accidentally touch or move it, no penalty shall be 
incurred, and the ball, if moved, shall be replaced. 

The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be the loss of a stroke 
b Match play and the loss of two strokes in Stroke Competition. 

RULE 23. 
Ball oat of bounds. 

(i ) If a ball lie out of bounds, the player shall play his next 
stroke as nearly as possible at the spot from which the ball which 
is out of bounds was played under penalty of stroke and dis- 
tance. If the ball was played out of bounds from the teeing 
ground the player may tee a ball for his next stroke, in every 
other case the ball shall be dropped. 

1— The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be the loss of the 
hole in Match play and disquali location in Stroke Competition. 

!f it is doubtful that a ball be out of bounds, the player who 
played it is not entitled to presume that It is out of bounds until he 
has made a search of five minutes for it. Meanwhile his opponent 
may make a search of five minutes for the ball within bounds, and if 
the ball is not found within that time, the player who struck the ball 
shall be given the benefit of the doubt, and the ball shall be con- 
sidered "out of bounds." 

2 — In the case of a Ball out of Bounds, permission be givCn for 
Clubs to alter this by a Local Rule, for distance only;

(2) In order to save delay, if a player after making 3 
stroke be doubtful whether his ball is out of bounds or not, he 
may play another ball as provided for in par. (i) of this Rule 
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but if it be discovered that the first ball is not out of bounds, it 
shall continue in play without penalty. 

On reaching the place where the first ball is likely to be, 
if the player or his opponent be still in doubt, the player is not 
entitled to presume that the first ball is out of bounds till he has 
made a search of five minutes.

(3) A player has the right at any time of ascertaining 
whether his opponent's ball is out of bounds or not, before his 
opponent can compel him to continue nis play. 

Standing oat of bounds. 

(4) A player may stand out of bounds to play a ball lying 
within bounds. 

RULE 24. 
Ball nnflt for pla^. 

If a ball split into separate pieces, another ball may be 
dropped where any piece lies. If a ball crack or becomes unfit 
for play, the player may change it on intimating to his opponent 
his intention to do so. Mud adhering to a ball shall not be con- 
sidered as making it unfit for play. 

Cleaning a ball when in play entails a penalty of disqualification in 
Stroke Competition and the loss ot the hole in Match Play, except under 
special rulings of Local Rules by Committee in charge. U. S. G. A, 



HAZARDS AND CASUAL WATER 

RULE 25. 
CondlUens of play in haiords. 

When a ball lies in or touches a hazard, nothing shall be 
done which can in any way improve its lie; the club shall not 
touch the ground, nor shall anything be touched or moved, be- 
fore the player strikes at the ball, subject to the following ex- 
ceptions: — (i) The player may place his feet firmly on the 
ground for the purpose of taking his stance; (2) in addressing 
the ball, or in the backward or forward swing, any grass, bent. 
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bush, or other growing substance, or the side of a bunker, wall, 
paling, or other immovable obstacle may be touched; (3) steps 
or planks placed in a hazard by the Green Committee for access 
to or egress from such hazard or any obstruction mentioned in 
Rule II, may be removed, and if a ball be moved in so doing, 
it shall be replaced without penalty; (4) any loose impediment 
may be lifted from the putting-green; (5) the player shall be 
entitled to find his ball as provided for by Rule 22, 

The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be the loss of the hole, 
and the loss of two strokes in Stroke Competition. 

A recognized water hazard cannot be "out of bounds." R. & A. 

RULE 26. 
Ball moTlBK In wat«r. 

When a ball is in water a player may, without penalty, strike 

■ at it while it is moving, but he must not delay to make his stroke 

in order to allow the wind or current to better the position of 

the ball, under penalty of the loss of the hole in Match Play, 

and the loss of two strokes in Stroke Competition, 

RULE 27. 
Ball Id water hazard. 
Ball In casual n&t«r In hazard. 

(i) If a ball lie or be lost in a recognized water hazard 
(whether the ball lie in water or not) or in casual water in a 
hazard, the player may drop a ball under penalty of one stroke 
in Match Play or Stroke Competition, either (a) behind the 
hazard, keeping the spot at which the ball crossed the margin 
of the hazard between himself and the hole, or (b) in the hazard, 
keeping the spot at which the ball entered the water between 
himself and the hole. 

Ice on the putting-green or through the green is considered "casual 
water." R. & A. 

Rail in casual nater throagli the ^een. 

(2) If a ball lie or be lost in casual water through the green, 
the player may drop a ball, without penalty, within two club 
lengths of the margin, as near as possible to the spot where the 
ball lay. but not nearer to the hole. 
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If a ball when dropped roll into the water, it may be re- 
dropped without penalty. 
Ball In casual water on the pnttln^-^een. 

(3) If a ball on the putting-green lie in casual water, or if 
casual water intervene between a ball lying on the putting-green 
and the hole, the ball may be played where it lies, or it may be 
lifted without penalty and placed by hand, either within two 
club lengths directly behind the spot from which the ball was 
lifted, or in the nearest position to that spot which is not nearer 
to the hole and which affords a putt to the hole without casual 
water intervening. 

TFatec Interfeclng wltb stance. 

(4) A ball lying so near the casual water that the water 
interferes with the player's stance may be treated as if it lay 
in casual water, under the preceding Section of this Rule. 
Want of space to drop. 

(5) If it be impossible from want of space in which to play, 
or from any other cause, for a player to drop a ball in con- 
formity with Sections (i) and (2) of this Rule, or to place 
it in conformity with Section {3), he shall "drop" or "place" as 
nearly as possible within the limits laid down in these sections, 
but not nearer to the hole. 

The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be the loss of the hole 
in Match Play and the loss of two strokes in Stroke Competition.

RULE -28. 
BemoT&l of loose ImpedimenCs. 

(l) Any loose impediment may be lifted from the putting- 
green, irrespective of the position of the player's ball. If the 
player's ball, when on the putting-green, move after any loose 
impediment lying within six inches of it has been touched by 
the player, his partner, or either of their caddies, the player 
shall be deemed to have caused it to move and the penalty shall 
be one stroke, in both Match Play and Stroke Competition. 
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BemoTBl of dinr. et& 

(2) Dung, wormcasts, snow and ice may be scraped aside 
with a club, but the club must not be laid with more than its 
own weight upon the ground, nor must anything be pressed 
down eithef with the club or in any other way. 

The penalty for a breach of this Rule in Match Play is the loss of 
the hole and in Stroke Competition the loss of two strokes. 

Under Rule 28 (1) the hand may in all cases be used to lift "Loose 
Impediments." In the case of certain "Loose Impediments" specified in 
Rule 28 (2), it is also permissible to make use of a club in order to scrape 
them aside. As loose leaves are not among these impediments specitied 
in Rule 28 (2), they must be lifted. R. & A 

Tonehlng line to pmtL 

(3) The line of the putt must not be touched, except by 
placing the club immediately in front of the ball in the act of 
addressing it, and as above authorized. 

The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be the loss of the hole 
in Match Play and the loss of two strokes in Stroke Competition. 

It is not permissible to touch the ground behind the hole in order to 
point out the line of a putt, R. & A. 



RULE 29. 

Direction for pi]ttlnir> 

(i) When the player's ball is on the putting-green, the 
player's caddie, his partner, or his partner's caddie may, before 
the stroke is played, point out the direction for putting, but in 
doing this they shall not touch the ground on the proposed line 
of the putt. No mark shall be placed anywhere on the putting- 
green. 

The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be the loss of the hole 
in Match Play and the loss of two strokes in Stroke Competition. 

Shielding ball from wind. 

(2) Any player or caddie engaged in the match may stand 
at the hole, but no player or caddie shall endeavor, by moving 
or otherwise, to influence the action of the wind upon the ball. 

A player is, however, always entitled to send his own caddie 
to stand at the hole while he plays his stroke. 
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Either side may refuse to allow a person who is not en- 
gaged in the match to stand at the hole. 

The penalty for a breadi of this Rule shall be the loss of the hole 
in- Match Play and the loss of two strokes in Stroke Competition 

RULE 30. 
Opponent's ball to be at rest 

When the player's ball lies on the putting-green, he shall 
not play until the opponent's ball is at rest. 

The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be the loss of the hole 
in Match Flay and the loss of two strokes in Stroke Competition. 

RULE 31. 
Sail within sis Inches lifted. 

(1) When the balls lie within six inches of each other on 
the putting-green (the distance to be measured from their nearest 
points), the ball lying nearer to the hole may, at the option of 
either the player or the opponent, be lifted until the other ball is 
played, and the lifted ball shall then be replaced as near as pos- 
sible to the place where it lay. 

If either ball be accidentally moved in complying with this 
Rule, no penalty shall be incurred, and the ball so moved shall 
be replaced. 

A player is laid a stymie if on the putting-green the opponent's ball 
lies in the line of his putt to the hole, provided the balls be not within 
six inches of each other. 

Plaflng ont of torn, 

(2) On the putting-green, if a player play when his opponent 
should have played, the stroke may be at once recalled by the 
opponent, and the ball replaced. 

Note. — For a ball which is displaced on a putting-green, see 
Rule 17 (2) and (3). 

For a player playing the opponent's ball on the putting- 
green, see Rule 20 (i). 
Cnsnal water. 

For casual water on a putting-green, see Rule 27 (3). 
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RULE 32. 
KemoTal of tlaK'Stlck. 

(i) Either side is entitled to have the flag-stick removed 
when approaching the hole ; if a player's ball strike the flag-stick, 
which has been so removed by himself, or his partner, or either 
of their caddies, his side shall lose the hole in Match Play, and 
the loss of two strokes in Stroke Competition. 

If the ball rest against the flag-stick which is in the hole 
the player shall be entitled to remove the flag-stick, and, if the 
ball fall into the hole, the player shall be deemed to have holed 
out at his last stroke. 

In Stroke Competition when a ball lying within 20 yards of the hole 
is played and strikes, or is stopped by the flag-stick or the person standing 
at the hole, the penalty shall be two strokes. R. & A. 

Displacing and repladn; of balls. 

(2) If the player's ball knock the opponent's ball into the 
hole, the opponent shall be deemed to have holed out at his last 
stroke. 

If the player's ball move the opponent's ball, the opponent, 
if he choose, may replace it, but this must be done before an- 
other stroke is played by either side. 

If the player's ball stop on the spot formerly occupied by 
the opponent's ball, and the opponent declare his intention to 
replace his ball, the player shall first play another stroke, after 
which the opponent shall replace and play his ball. 

See Rule 13. Rules for Stroke Competitions for penalty in Stroke 
Competitions. 

Ball on lip of bole. 

(3) If the player has holed out and the opponent then plays 
to the lip of the hole, the player may not knock the ball away. 
but the opponent, if asked, shall play his next stroke without 
delay. The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be the loss 
of the hole. 

If the opponent's ball lie on the lip of the hole, the player, 
after holing out, may knock the ball away, claiming the hole if 
holing at the like, and the half if holing at the odd, provided 
that the player's ball does not strike the opponent's ball and set 
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it in motion ; if the player neglect to knock away the opponent's 
ball, and it fall into the hole, the opponent shall be deemed to 
have holed out at his last stroke. 

RULE 33. 
Penaltr of loss «f hole qualified by half prevIoDslr ^ned. 

When a player has holed out and his opponent has been left 
with a stroke for the half, nothing that the player who has holed 
out can do shall deprive him of the half which he has already 
gained. 



GENERAL PENALTY 

RULE 34. 
Loss of the hole. 

Where no penalty for the breach of a Rule is stated, the 
penalty shall be the loss of the hole. 



DISPUTES 

RULE 35. 
Datfes of umpire or referee. 

An umpire or referee (see definition 22), when appointed, 
shall take cognizance of any breach of Rule that he may observe, 
whether he be appealed to on the point or not. 

RULE 36. 
Clalmg, nhen and how made. 

If a dispute arise on any point, a claim must be made before 
the players strike off from the next teeing ground, or, in the case 
of the last hole of the round before they leave the putting green. 
If no umpire or referee has been appointed, the players have the 
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right of determining to whom the point shall be referred, but 
should they not agree, either side may have it referred officially 
through the Secretary of the Club, to the Executive Committee 
of the United States Golf Association, whose decision shall be 
final. If the point in dispute be not covered by the Rules of 
Golf, the arbiters shall decide it by equity. 

If the players have agreed to an umpire or referee, they 
must abide by his decision. 



RECOMMENDATIONS FOR LOCAL 
RULES 

Special Hazards or conditions. 

When necessary, local Rules should be made for such ob- 
structions, as rushes, trees, hedges, fixed seats, fences, gates, rail- 
ways, and walls, for such difficulties as rabbit scrapes, hoof marks, 
and other damage caused to the course by animals ; for such 
local conditions as the existence of mud which' may be held to 
interfere with the proper playing of the game, and for the penalty 
to be imposed in the case of a ball which lies out of bounds. 
Ball, iflten dropped, nhen placed. 

When a ball is lifted under a Local Rule, as in the case of 
a ball lifted from a putting-green other than that of the hole 
which is being played, the Rules of Golf Committee recommends 
that if it is to be played from "through the green", it should be 
dropped; if it is to be played on the putting-green of the hole 
that is being played, it should be placed. 



FORM AND MAKE OF QOLF CLUBS 

The United States Golf Association will not sanction any 
substantial departure from the traditional and accepted form 
and make of Golf Clubs which, in its opinion, consists of a plain 
shaft and a head which does not contain any mechanical con- 
krivance, such as springs; it also regards as illegal the use of 
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sucli clubs as those of the mallet-headed type, or such clubs as 
have the neck so bent as to produce a similar effect. 

The shaft of a putter may be fixed at the heel or at any other point 
in the head. 

The term ma! let-headed, as above used, when applied to putters doei 
not embrace putters of the so-called Schenectady type, U. S. G, A, 



ETIQUETTE OF QOLF 

1. No one should stand close to or directly behind the ball, 
move, or talk, when a player is making a stroke. 

On the putting-green no one should Stand beyond the hole 
in the line of a player's stroke. 

2. The player who has the honour should be allowed to 
play before his opponent tees his ball. 

3- No player should play from the tee until the party in 
front have played their second strokes and are out of range, nor 
play up to the putting-green till the party in front have holed 
out and moved away. 

4. Players who have holed out should not try their putts 
over again when other players are following them. 

6. Players looking for a lost ball should allow other 
matches coming up to pass them; they should signal to the 
players following them to pass, and having given such a 
signal, they should not continue their play until these players 
have passed and are out of reach. ■ 

6. Turf cut or displaced by a player should be at once re- 
placed and pressed down with the foot, 

7. A niayer should carefully fill up all holes made by him- 
self in a Danker, 

8. Players should see that their caddies do not injure the 
holes by standing close to them when the ground is soft. 

9. A player who has incurred a penalty stroke should in- 
timate the fact to his opponent as soon as possible. 

10. Players who do not continue in the match play rounds 
of a tournament should be considered to have forfeited any prize 
they may have won in the qualifying round. — U. S. G. A. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR MATCH PLAY 
COMPETITIONS 

RULE I. 

On the putting-green, if the competitor whose ball is the 
nearer to the hole play first, his ball shall be at once replaced. 

The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall he the disqualification of 
both competitors. 

RULE 2. 

A competitor shall not waive any penalty incurred by his 

opponent, under penalty of the loss of the hole. 

RULE 3. 

Competitors shall not agree to exclude the operation of any 
Rule or Local Rule, under penalty of disqualification. 

The Rules of Golf Committee recommends that players 
should not concede putts to their opponents. 

The Executive Committee of the United States Golf Asso- 
ciation recommends that in Match Play, singles, three-fourths 
of the difference between the handicaps be allowed, and that in 
Match Play, foursomes, three-eighths of the difference of the 
combined handicaps be allowed. 



RULES FOR THREE-BALL, BEST BALL, 
AND FOUR-BALL MATCHES 

DEFINITIONS. 

(i) When three players play against each other, each play- 
ing his own ball, the match is called a three-ball match. 

(2) When one player plays his ball against the best ball of 
two or more players, the match is .called a best ball match. 
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(3) When two players play their better ball against the 
better ball of two other players, the match is called a four-ball 
match. 

GENERAL. 

RULE I. 

Any player may have any ball in the match lifted or played, 

at the option of its owner, if he considtr that it might interfere 

with or be of assistance to a player or side, but this should only 

be done before the player has played his stroke. 

RULE 2. 
If a player's ball move any other ball in the match, the moved 
ball must be replaced as near as possible to the spot where it 
lay, without penalty. 

The penalty for a breach of this Kule is the loss of the hole in Match 
Play and disqualification in Stroke Competition. 

RULE 3. 

Through the green a player shall incur no penalty for play- 
ing when an opponent should have done so, and the stroke shall 
not be recalled. 

On the putting-green the stroke may be recalled by an op- 
ponent, but no penalty shall be incurred. 

THREE-BALL MATCHES. 

RULE 4. 
During a three-ball match if no player is entitled at a teeing- 
ground to claim the honour from both opponents, the same order 
of striking shall be followed as at the last teeing-ground. 

I RULE 5. 

In a three-ball match, if a player's ball strike, or be stopped, 

or moved by an opponent or an opponent's caddie, or clubs, that 

opponent shall lose the hole to the player. As regards the other 

opponent the occurrence shall be treated as a rub of the green. 
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BEST BALL AND FOUR-BALL MATCHES. 
RULE 6. 

Balls belonging to the same side may be played in the ordei 
the side deems best, 

RULE 7. 

If a player's ball strike, or be stopped, or moved by an op- 
ponent or an opponent's caddie, or clubs, the opponent's side 
shall lose the hole in Match Play. 

In Stroke Competition it is a Rub of the green, and the ball shall be 
played from where it lies except as provided for in Stroke Rule 13 (1). 
See Stroke Rule 10 (1). 

RULE 8. 

If a player's ball (the player being one of a side) strike, 
or be stopped by himself, or his partner, or either of their caddies 
or clubs, only .that player shall be disqualified for that hole. 

RULE 9. 

If a player play a stroke with his partner's ball, and the 
mistake be discovered and intimated to the other side before an 
opponent has played another stroke, the player shall be disqual- 
ified for that hole, and his partner shall drop a ball as near as 
possible to the spot from which his ball was played, without 
penalty. If the mistake be not discovered till after the opponent 
has played a stroke, the player's side shall lose the hole in Match 
Play and the player who violated this rule shall be disqualified 
for that hole in Stroke Competition. 

RULE 10. 

In all other cases where a player would, by the Rules of 
Golf, incur the loss of the hole, he shall be disqualified for that 
hole, but the disqualification shall not apply to his partner. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR STROKE 
COMPETITIONS 

Rules for the Conduct of Stroke Compeltlions. 
Committee defined. 

Wherever the word Committee is used in these Rules, it 
refers to the Committee in charge of the Competition. 

RULE I. 
Tlie Winner. 

(i) In Stroke Competitions the competitor who holes the 
stipulated round or rounds in th§ fewest strokes shall be the 
winner. 

The Rules of Golf Committee is of opinion that it is hardly possible 
to play Match and Score Play at the same time in a satisfactory manner, 
or without infringing Rules. R. & A. 

Order of Play. 

(2) Competitors shall play in couples; if from any cause 
there be a single competitor, the Committee shall either provide 
him with a player who shall mark for him or select a marker 
for him and allow him to compete alone. 

The order and times of starting should, when possible, be 
determined by ballot. 

Stroke Rule I (2) does not permit more than two competitors to 
play together. R. & A. 

RULE 2. 
Not to disco ntinae play In bad neather. 

(i) Competitors shall start in the order and at the times 
arranged by the Committee. They shall not discontinue play 
nor delay to start on account of bad weather or for any other 
reason whatever, except such as the Committee may conside* 
satisfactory. 

The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be disqualification. 
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Coarse iinplar»bl«. 

(2) If the Committee consider that the course is not in a 
playable condition, or that insufficient light renders the proper 
playing of the game impossible, it shall at any time have power 
to declare the day's play null and void. 

RULE 3. 
TleBf ^on and nbeo decided. 

If the lowest scores be made by two or more competitors, 
the tie or ties shall be decided by another round to be played on 
the same day; but if the Committee determine that this is inex- 
pedient or impossible, it shall appoint a day and time for the 
decision of the tie or ties. 

Should an uneven number of competitors tie, their names 
shall be drawn by ballot and placed upon a list; the competitors 
shall then play in couples in the order in which their names ap- 
pear. The single competitor shall be provided for by the Com- 
mittee either under Rule i (2), or by allowing three competitors 
to play together if their unanimous consent has been obtained. 

RULE 4. 
IfeiT holes. 

(i) New holes should be made on the day on which Stroke 
Competitions begin. 
Practice on daj of Competltioii. 

(2) On the day of the Competition, before starting, no com- 
petitor shall play on, or on to, any of the putting-greens, nor 
shall he intentionally play at any hole of the stipulated round 
which is within his reach, under penalty of disqualification. 

When a Competition is continued on two or more days, Competitors 
who practice on the second or following days cannot be deemed to have 
infringed Stroke Rule 4 (2), which refers to play "before starting" i. e.. 
before the player starts in the Competition. R. & A. 

RULE S. 
Ilie Scores, how kept 

(i) The score for each hole shall be kept by' a marker or 
by each competitor noting the other's score. Should more than 
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one marker keep a score, each shall sign the part of the score 
for which he is responsible. The scores should be called out 
after each hole. On completion of the stipulated round, the card 
shall be signed by the person who has marked it, and the com- 
petitor shall see that it is handed in as soon as reasonably pos- 
sible. The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be disqual- 
ification. 

Scoring cards should be issued with the date and the player's 
name entered on the card, 

A caddie cannot be considered a "marker." Under urgent and ex- 
ceptional conditions, however, the Committee may alter this interpretation. 
R. & A. 
HarkiiiK and addition of scores. 

{2) Competitors must satisfy themselves before the cards 
are handed in that the scores for each hole are correctly marked, 
as no alteration can be made on any card after" it has been re- 
turned. If it be found that a competitor has returned a score 
lower than that actually played he shall be disqualified. For the 
additions of thp scores marked the Committee shall be respon- 
sible. 
Committee lo decide donbtfal penalties. 

(3) If, on the completion of the stipulated round, a playei 
is doubtful whether he has incurred a penalty at any hole, he 
may enclose his scoring card with a written statement of the cir- 
cumstances to the Committee, who shall decide what penalty, 
if any, has been incurred. 

Rules for Play in Stroke Competitions. 

RULE 6. 
Advice. 

A competitor shall not ask for nor willingly receive advice 
from anyone except his caddie. 

The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be disqualification. 

RULE 7. 
Order o( Htartlny— the honour.. 

(i) Competitors should strike off from the first teeing- 
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ground in the order in wtiich their names appear upon the start- 
ing list. Thereafter the honour shall be taken as in match play, 
but if a competitor, by mistake, play out of turn, no penalty shall 
be incurred, and the stroke cannot be recalled. 
Flajlng oiitolde llsiite of toelnff-gronnd. 

(3) If at any hole a competitor play his first stroke from 
outside the limits of the teeing-ground, he shall count that stroke, 
tee a ball, and play his second stroke from within these limits. 
The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be disqualilication. 

RULE 8. 
HDBt hole out with owm balL 

(i) A competitor must hole out with his own ball at every 
hole. The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be disqual- 
ification. 
Plarlt^ two conseratlTe strokes with wron; ball. 

(2) If a competitor play a stroke with a ball other than his 
own he shall incur no penalty provided he then play his own 
ball; but if he plays two consecutive strokes with a wrong ball, 
he shall be disqualified. 

ExeepUoD In hazards. 

(3) In a hazard, if a competitor play more than one stroke 
with a ball other than his own and the mistake be discovered be- 
fore he has played a stroke with the wrong ball from outside the 
limits of the hazard, he shall incur no penalty provided he then 
play his own ball. 

The penalty tor a breach of this Rule shall be disqualification. 

RULE 9. 
Ball striking the Flarer. 

If a competitor's ball strike or be stopped by himself, his 
clubs, or his caddie, the penalty shall be one stroke, except as 
provided for in Stroke Rule 13 (i). 

RULE 10. 
Ball striking or moTod bf another competitor. 

(i) If a competitor's ball strike or be stopped by anotner 
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competitor, or his clubs, or his caddie, it is a rub of the green, 
and the ball shall be played from where it lies, except as provided 
for in Stroke Rule 13 (i). If a competitor's ball which is at 
rest be accidentally moved by another competitor, or his caddie, 
or his clubs, or his ball, or any outside agency except wind, it 
shall be replaced as near as possible to the spot where it lay. 
The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be disqualification. 

Alloired to lift another competitor's balL 

(2) A competitor may have any other player's ball played 
•or lifted, at the option of its owner, if he finds that it interferes 

with his play. 



RULE II. 

B>1I m>y b« lified 

{ 1 ) A ball! may be lifted from any place on the course under 
penalty of stroke and distance. If a player lift a ball in accord- 
ance with this rule he shall play his next stroke as nearly as 
possible at the spot from which the ball was played. 

If the ball so lifted was played from the teeing ground the 
player may tee a ball for his next stroke, in every other case the 
ball must be dropped.

(2) For the purpose of identification, a competitor may at 
any time lift and carefully replace his ball in the presence of the 
player with whom he is competing. 

The penalty for a breach of this Section of the Rule shall he one 

ttroke. 

RULE 12. 



If a ball be lost, except in water, casual water or out of 
bounds, the (Jayers shall return as nearly as possible to the spot 
from which the baUl was played and drop another ball, with a 
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penalty of one stroke. If the lost ball be played from the teeing 
ground the player may tee a ball' for his next stroke. 

Note — A provisional ball may be played. 

[Under this Rule a ball shall only be considered lost, when 
it has not been found after a search of five minutes,] 

It is usual to frame Local Rules for Special Hazards in the following 
way, viz: "If a ball lie or be lost in, etc," or to treat the hazard as "out 
of bounds." R. & A. 



RULE 13. 

Play wltUn SO yards o( hole. 
ItaU Striking flag-stick, etc 

(i) When a competitor's ball lying within twenty yards of 
the hole is played and strikes, or is stopped by the flag-stick or 
the person standing at the hole, the penalty shall be two strokes. 
Neglect on the part of the person standing at the hole does not exempt 
the Competitor from incurring the penalty. R. & A. 
Ball strfking feliow.competitor'g baiL 

(2) When both balls are on the putting-green, if a com- 
petitor's ball strike the ball of the player with whom he is com- 
peting, the competitor shall incur a penalty of one stroke, and 
the ball which was struck shall be at once replaced ; see Stroke 
Rule 10 (i). 

Nearer ball may be lifted. 

(3) The competitor whose ball is the farther from the hole 
may have the ball which is nearer to the hole lifted or played at 
the option of its owner. If the latter refuse to comply with this 
Rule when requested to do so, he shall be disqualified. 

Ball nearer hole of assistance to player. 

(4) If the competitor whose ball is the nearer to the hole 
consider that his ball might be of assistance to the player with 
whom he is competing, he should lift it or play first. 

Ball lifted ivhen player's ball is in motion. 

(5) If the competitor whose ball is the nearer to the hole 
lift his ball while the player's ball is in motion, he shall incur 
3 penalty of one stroke. 
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Ball Uttei before boled out. 

(6) If a competitor or his caddie pick up his ball from the 
putting-green before it is holed out (except as provided for 
above) he shall, before he has struck off from the next tee, or, 
in the case of the last hole on the ground, before he has left the 
putting-green, be permitted to replace the bail under penalty of 
two strokes. 

RULE 14. 
General Penal t;. 

Where in the Rules of Golf the penalty for the breach of 
any Rule is the loss of the hole, in Stroke Competitions the pen- 
alty shall be the loss of two strokes, except where otherwise pro- 
vided for in these Special Rules. 

RULE IS. 
General Bnle. 

The Rules of Golf, so far as they are not at variance with 
these Special Rules, shall apply to Stroke Competitions. 

RULE 1 6. 
DispnteHt bff^ decided. 

If a dispute arise on any point, it shall be decided by the 
Committee, whose decision shall be Bnal, unless an appeal be 
made to the Executive Committee, as provided for in Rule 36. 

RULE 17. 
Ball oat of bomida 

If a ball lie out of bounds, the player shall pifly his next 
stroke as nearly as possible at the spot from which the ball 
which is out of bounds was played under penalty of stroke and 
distance. If the ball was played out of bomids from the teeii^ 
ground the player may tee a ball for his next stroke, in: every 
other case the ball shall be dropped. 

1— The penalty for a breach of this Rule shall be the loss of the 
hole in Match play and disquaUfication in Stroke Competition. 

If it is doubtful that a ball be out of bounds, the player who 
played it is not entitled to presume that it is out of bounds until he 
has made a search of five minutes for it. Meanwhile his opponent 
may make a search of five mjnutes for the ball within bounds, and if 
the ball is not found within that time, the player who struck the 
ball shall be given the benefit of the doubt, and the ball shall be 
considered "out of bounds." 

2 — In the case of a Ball out of Bounds, permission be given for 
Clubs to alter this by a Local Rule, for distance only. 

Note— A provisional ball may be plajed. 
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RULES FOR BOQEY COMPETITIONS 

A Bogey Competition is a series of Stroke Competitions, in 
which play is against a fixed score at each hole of the stipulated 
round or rounds, and the winner is the Competitor who is most 
successful in the aggregate of these Competitions. The Rules 
for Stroke Competitions shall apply with the following ex- 
ceptions : 

(i) Any hole for which a Competitor makes no return shall 
be regarded as a loss. The marker shall only be responsible for 
the marking of the correct number of strokes at each hole at 
which a Competitor makes a score either equal to or less than 
the fixed score. 

(2) Any breach of rule which entails the penalty of dis- 
qualification, shall only disqualify the Competitor for the hole 
at which the breach occurred; but a Competitor shall not be ex- 
empted from the general disqualification imposed by Stroke Rules 
2 (i), 4 (2) and 5 (I) and (2). 

Note. — A scale showing the handicap allowance, and indicat- 
ing the holes at which strokes are to be given or taken, shall be 
printed on the back of every scoring card. 

The United States Golf Association recommends that clubs. 
continue to follow the custom of allowing each Competitor three^ 
quarters of his full handicap.

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III. HOW TO HANDICAP PLAYERS. 

Having fixed the par of your courae as indicated, and having as- 
certained the best average score of your players, obtained by taking 
Ihe average of a player's best three scores, you can, by reference to 
the Calkins table, easily ascertain the handicap which each player 
should properly have. For example: If John Smith's best average 
score on your course is 76 and the par of your course is 75, then 
John Smith should receive a handicap of L 



CALKINS SYSTEM FOR CALCULATING HANDICAPS BASED 
ON PAR. 

(Introduced in 1905. Revised in 1910.) 

■ The principal feature of this system is that not only is the good 
player handicapped because he is a good player, but the bad player is 
also handicapped because he is a bad player. The reason is this; The 
object of handicapping is to put all players on the sa^e level, and if 
an allowance of a certain number of strokes is to be made to the less 
skillful player because he cannot play as well, some allbwance ought to 
be made to the more skillful player because he cannot improve as much. 
The old method of handicapping, in all cases on the exact difference 
between the Par for the links and the average of a player's three best 
scores, takes into consideration only the advantage held by the good 
player, namely, his superior skill. It overlooks the advantage held by 
the bad player, namely, a greater possibility of improvement. Theo- 
retically a club handicap list should he so made up that each player has 
as good a chance to win as any other but no better, whenever a com- 
petition is held. But, as handicaps cannot be readjusted daily, it is 
evident that the chances will not really be equalized unless some meas- 
ure is taken of relative probabilities of improvement in play. 

The original Handicap Table placed at scratch a player whose Best 
Score Average, i. e., average best play, was par at his home course. This 
of course made it necessary for an Association Handicap Committee to 
raise (from one to five strokes) the handicaps as returned from clubs 
having short courses; the reason being that the shorter the course the 
greater the predominance of short holes and of easy holes, and the 
easier to play in par figures. ■ By his revision of igio, Mr. Calkins makes 
an allowance for this well recognized fact in the Handicap Table itself. 
Courses having a par of 74 or 75 and 76 are regarded as standard 
courses, and those who can play in par figures are placed at scratch. 
But on all other courses the scratch player must do better than par. 
It will be seen that a Best Score Average of par gives a handicap of one 
stroke where the nar of the course is 72 or 73; two strokes, where the 
par is 70 or 71: three strokes, where it is 68 or 6g: four strokes, where 
It is 66 or 67; and five strokes, where it is 65. By this new feature, 
players handicapped according to the Table at any club, will probably 
be able as a general rule to play with the same handicap, or nearly so. 
at any other club.

YEAR BOOK, 1920. 
HANDICAP TABLE. 
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In Applying the System, Follow These Directiohs: 

(r) The first thing to do is to ascertain each player's Best Score 
Average. This does not mean his average game.but his average iesi 
game. No player should have any chance to win a handicap event, 
except when playing in his hest form. For example, a scratch man is 
sometimes off his game, playing perhaps six or eight strokes above his- 
true form. But it is evident that a handicap list will be worse than 
useless if it attempts to make any allowance for the tendency — common 
to all players — to fall oS, at one time or another, from true form. If 
such an allowance were to be made it would be imperative to provide 
machinery for the automatic reduction of the handicap of a player upon 
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his sudden and unexpected arrival at his real form. For the same reason 
a club handicapper should never raise a player's handicap, until he 
proves by constant competition through the whole or greater part of a 
season that his play is permanently inferior to what it was and not that 
he is only temporarily off his game. 

The Best Score Average means a player's average brsl game. If, 
tor example, the Par of your links is 72, and a player made last season 
a 75, a 76 and a 77, his Best Score Average would be 76. The same 
would be true if he also made a 72 once, since an exceptionally low score, 
not duplicated, may be disregarded. In general, this Best Score 
Average is obtained by taking the average of a player's best three scores. 

(2) We suggest that you mail at once reply-postals to yout 
members, asking them to state their five best scores, in competition 
and in practice rounds during the past season. This is necessary if 
you have not preserved your club records; and even if you have, it is 
advisable, since it will give you practice-round scores. We suggest this 
form of request; "Members of this club desiring U. S. G. A. ratings 
will please report promptly on the reply card their five best scores 
during the past season, stating whether the scores were made in coin- 
petition or during practice rounds." If you have a player's five best 
scores, you can average the three best, disregarding an exceptional 

(3) If you get no information as to a player's record during the 
past season, but know something about him from previous seasons, you 
are perhaps justified in calculatmg his Best Score Average from your 
general knowledge as to his game, though it is well to cut off a few 
strokes in order to be on the safe side. You should use unusual caution 
in such a cast. 

(4) If you know nothing whatever about a player, you should not 
give him a handicap. No one has any inherent right to a handicap. 
All players, theoretically, should start at scratch; the burden of proof 
is always on the player to show that he is entitled to a handicap. The 
chief cause of bad and unfair handicapping is the very general custom 
of starting a new member with a high handicap— -often the limit — and 
allowing him to come down at his own convenience, picking up a few 
prizes on the way. We submit that you should allot no handicaps which 
you do not know to be safe. It is much better to leave such players 
off your list; if ihey want ratings, they can obtain them by furnishing 
you with-data from which to compute them. 

(s) You are sometimes justified in taking other things into con- 
sideration, such as a man's age. With a young player who has been 
coming on fast, it is sometimes well to reduce his Best Score Average 
arbitrarily a stroke or two below that which is produced by your 
average of his three best scores. In the case of a man beyond middle 
age who long ago attained a degree of skit] which he has never been 
able to improve upon, it is fair alter calculating his actual Best Score 
Average, to add a stroke or more, on the ground that he has little or 
no "chance to improve." 

But in general the Best Score Average is obtained by taking the 
average of the three best scores; and then, if in any doubt as to a 
player's playing form, a stroke or two should be deducted before 
deciding finally upon the proper Best Score Average. 

(6) Having made, on separate sheets of paper, an alphabetical list 
of the members to whom you are to allot handicaps, and having written 
after each player's name his Best Score Average as calculated from your 
records and other data, and in accordance with directions, 1, 2, 3, 4 
apd 5 above, a glance at the Handicap Table will show in each case the 
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proper handicap. Look at the Table for the Best Score Average, and 
then look for the handicap in the vertical column headed by the Par 
which corresponds with the Par for your links. (The Table gives 
handicaps up to 27, which clubs will find useful for club events.) The 
names should then be transferred to the Report, each group to consist 
of players who have the same handicap. 

(7) If you have a nine-hole links, calculate your Best Score 
Averages on the basis of a double round, and multiply the Par of your 
links by two, in order to arrive at an eighteen-hole Par which will enable 
you to use the Handicap Table. 

Note. — This system can be used by clubs in handicapping their players 
far club events. If it is preferred, in such events to handicap on the basis 
of Bogey, the above Table can be used unless Bogey is more than 76; in 
such case the proper table can easily be drawn up from above model. 
Whenever a player improves his game at his home club, his Best Score 
Average will come down, and a glance at the Table will give his proper 
reduced handicap. To get the best results, the club handicap committee 
should keep a card index showing the records of players in stroke com- 
petitions. This will enable the committee to keep a line on each player's 
Best Score Average. Club Committees are also advised to ado^t a rule 
penalizing players who do not return cards in stroke competitions. An 
effective penally is to bar such players from playing in the next club 
event. And, in general, the oftener a player competes at his home club, 
the more exactly may he be handicapped in accordance with the handicap 
table; while the more infrequently he competes, the greater the advis- 
ability of keeping his handicap somewhat below that which is produced

Several other pamphlets of interest to golfers have 
been furnished to members on request. 

MEETINGS. 

Four meetings of the Executive Committee have been held during 
the year. Action, however, on a number of less important matters 
has been taken by mail vote as provided for in our Constitution. 

TOURNAMENTS. 
AMATEUR CHAMPIONSHIP 

The Twenty-second Amateur Chapipionship held by the United 
States Golf Association took place on the course of the Oakmont 
Country Club. Hulton, Fa., on Aug, 18th, 1919. There wert no 
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Championships in 1917 and 1918 as the U. S. G. A. cancelled their 
events during the war period. There were ISO entries in the 1919 
Championship as compared with 160 in 1916 nt the Merion Cricket 
Club, Haverford, Pa^ The conditions of (he tournament were an 
IS hole preliminary qualifying round on Saturday, Aug. 16th, the 
64 lowest scores and ties qualifying for the medal round 36 holes 
on Monday, Auk- 18th, the 32 lowest scores qu^lifyint; for the match 
play rounds of 36 holes each day thereafter. The honor of scoring 
the lowest in the preliminary qualifying round went to I. Jacoby of 
the Charlotte Country Club who scored 76. There was a triple tie 
tor the medal in the qualifying round Aug. 18th between Paul 
Tewksbury of Aronomink. David Herron of Oakmont and James 
Manion of Forest Park, The latter was not present for the play off, 
and as Herron waived his right to play off, the prize was awarded 
to Tewksbury. The Championship was won bv Mr. Herron, who 
defeated Mr. Robert Jones of Atlanta, Ga , in the final round by 5 
up and 4 to go. The semi-finalists were J. Wood Piatt of the North 
Hills Country Club and Mr. W. C, Fownes, Jr., of Oakmont. The 
quality of golf played by Herron throughout the tournament was 
not only consistent but exceedingly brilliant. Every department of 
his game was of the highest order, particularly his shots with the 
wood, which are worthy of special comment. The Oakmont course 
is by far the finest championship course upon which this event has 
ever been held. The condition of the course and the character and 
placing of the traps indicated the thoroughness in which the Local 
Committee carried out their plans for this event. 

OPEN CHAMPIONSHIP 

The Open Championship was held on the course of the Brae-Burn 
Country Club, West Newton, Mass., on June 9th. 10th and 11th. 
There were 142 entries as compared with 94 in 1916 at the Minikahda 
Club, Minneapolis, Minn. The conditions of the event were as follows; 
The entire field played 18 holes on the first day and 18 holes on 
the second day and the lowest 64 scores and ties played 36 holes on 
the third day, the total number of strokes for the entire 72 holes 
counting for the Championship. There was a tie for first place be- 
tween M. J. Brady of Oakley, Mass.. and Walter Hagen of the Oak- 
land Hills Country Club. Detroit, each having made the 72 holes 
in 301 strokes. On the play off the following day Hagen won with 
the score of 77 to Brady's 78, The course was in very fine condition 
and as good an exhibition of golf was displayed during this tourna- 
ment as has ever been seen in this country. Particular mention 
should be made of the brilliant finish of Hagen on the Ia,st six holes 
in the Championship which he made in one better than 4 in order 
to tie Brady. Mr. Chas. Evans. Jr. former Open Champion, finished 
in a tie for 9th place and led all the amateurs in the tournament,
